In Hériklelun's new museum there are 
relics of an otherwise unknown nar, indicat- 
ing a high culture a thowsand years before 
Pericles, when Greek and Roman were still 
barharians. 

Ancient seals and carvings. picture the 
early Cretan with an abnormally slender 
waist (page 304). ‘These relics, found far 
from Crete, give chie to the part Minoan 
sea kings played in Avgean trade ond his- 
tory, When Homer sang of Crete’s “ninety 
cities.” the island mikiway between Greece 
and Egypt hac lost its supremacy, 

In modern speech, and in Roman and 
Pompeian att, the love story. of Theseus and 
Ariadne, of Labyrinth snd Minotaur, lives 
on, But when rediscovered in 190K), the 
Palace of Minos had disappeared from siwht 
and mind for about 3,300 years. 

Knossos, where Daerlalus. served King 
Minos, was the mest ancietit center of civil- 
ixed life in Europe. Take any A. D, date 
from the birth of Cohimbus to 1940 and 
Knossos can match it with a corresponding 
B.C, date when fife there was rich,

Islands which, by morning light some 
dave before, har! been ebony inserts. on a 
silver aea, were now brown masse edwed 
in white, Skirting the western-rim of the 
Cyclades, we flew over Mé@les and: looked 
straight down on the landlocked harbor 
beside which the Aphrodite of Mélos was: 
found in 1820 (pages $03 ane 429), 

“Where are her arms?” people asked, os 
they viewed her among plush curtains of 
the Louse, 

One story is that during a fight over the 
price of this shapely goddess her arms were 
broken of and lost in the sea. Her present 
custodian savas, “She didn’t lose her arms 
ina fight because she hed no arms and 
there was no fight,”’ | 

A French naval cndet’s sketch, show- 
ing the first uncovering of that superb torso 
after many centurtes, pictures Aphrodite in 
two pictes, but without orms: (page 303). 

Seen from high in the air, Mélns, dowgh- 
nut-shaped quarry for sulphur and mill- 
Slopes, seems insignificant. But when will 
the world forget it as the spt where Aphro- 
dite rose from the earth, as she first did 
ven the foam, clad in loveliness? 

Winging our way toward Athens, we 
flew directly over the Poseidon Temple at 
Sounjun. There, ten veurs before, 1 bad 
feasted and photographed with Vasses and 
Tanagra Kanellos, Greek-American duncers 
(Plate AIL, anc page 792). 

It was May, and harvest time. All across:

Poseidon's temple stands we saw slay heaps

Fram night-dark mine shafts que the 
silver that built Themtstocles’ fleet, saved 
Greece from (Oriental domination. anil 
ushered in that brief, cloriwus era of which 
the Parthenon is the symbol and the death 
of Socrates the suicide stroke! 

At a hundred storny capes, Greek sailors 
in tiny ships fought to escape the rocks. On 
rocky promumntories temples were raised in 
supplication or thanksgiving,

At Délos, Daphne, Marathon, Vhaestus, 
and many another hallawed apot, the Greek 
Government has placed neat, simple rest.

SPOTLESS TOWN OF THE (CYCLADES 

Bright spot in Acgean wanderings is 
Mykonos, the spotless town. of the Cye- 
laces: Cubelike white dwellings mass 
alone the shore and climb the terraced hill- 
dides. Windmills, occupying Strategic posi- 
lions, wave their arms as i to beckon visi- 
tors (Plates XMI, XXII). 

Flocks of children pour forth from daz 
ting schoolhouses, Hundreds of white- 
dometl chapels dot the countryside, their 
church belis set in fat campaniles. . 

Along the harbar front, when a steaner 
comes, Village wornen display handwoven 
fabrics in candy-stripe patterns, harmonised 
hy the Mediterranean sun (Plate AAIIT). 

An American girl in immaculate shark- 
skin bought two bright homespun bands, 
tied one around ber waist, looped another 
around her droapy-brimmed hat, and thus 
appropriated peasant art to modern chic.

Pumice stone and sandpaper are the 
chief local prodacts. As long as builders 
want lightweight ash for hydraulic cement 
and rent tiles, men will be found to start 
the material on steep toboggan slopes: that 
eni! near the carga boats. Timorous folk 
jump when a dynamite charge lets go and 
a partof the precipice crambles away. 

Tine and again the waters of the harbor 
have boiled.

SERRING AFHEMATE CF CYRENE 


Midsummer overtook us before we left 
Greece for Italy. In Washington a friend 
hol said: “Find out for me how the African

From, Rome J set out for Africa, Troe- 
ing Aphrodite back to the spot where a 
waterlogged group of soldiers found her 
under their tent beds during « cloudbust 
in 1913, T saw Imperial [aly at work. 
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Alter a visit to the incomparable bronees 
in the National Museum of Naples and that 
infernal region near Cumae which gave Vir- 
etl his sense of the underworld, | sugared oyt 
over Capri and the Siren Rocks. lnoked 
down on the maze of Charvhdis currents 
between the Italian boot ond the Sicilian 
football, slipped past snow-striped Mount 
Etha (page 390), and had lunch at Svra- 
cuse (Siracusa), Sicily (page 343), 

There airplanes drop in from Africa or 
the Adriatic so often that I started lunch 
with a resident of Cirengica and hal des- 
sert with a manof Hari, Ttaly. 

After a brief stop at Malia, we hoppeul 
the narrow sea gap to Tripoli, where the 
Italians are building » modern city hard 
by the native quarter. 


THE “TRIFLE cirv™ 


Grocted in English, taken to a <plenclid 
hotel along avenues lined with palms, olean- 
der trees, and bougainvillea, and fanned this 
July niorning by a breeze cooler than any 
Naples had felt, 1 fell in tove with Tripoli, 
the capital whose one morlern name stuneds 
for three ancient ones—Oeh, Sabrata, and 
Leptis Magna.

At Sabrates the golden-stoned Roman 
theater has been so restored that the King-

Through the Roman back wall, three col- 
umins high, were visible the wide expanse 
of the Mediterranean and the high blue 
thome of sky, 

As one comes upon this lien-colored. min, 
towering above the African littoral, it gives 
areal gense of the grandeur of a Tiber-side 
municipality whose sway extended fram 
Hadrian's Wall in Britain to the Lp 
Nile, from the Atlantic to the Caspian, 

At Leptis Magna, 70 miles east of Tripall, 
which we visited the following day, excava- 
tien and restoration. zo hand in hand, an 
unustal technique.

With 
tloytight, boys in faded finery—cockaded 
hata and rayged, braid-trimmed coats— 
danced in Apache-like abandon te “nnu- 
ac of homemade percussion instruments: 
wooden hammers in frames; drums of skin 
stretched on cans; castanets; tambourines 
of amall hoops, goatskin, ane mesty tin. 

At noon came the saint from the church 
on four broad shoulders, leading a long 
procession of noted priests a lowed band, 
aticl many peaple, With a benign smile, 
he blessed evervihing in sieht.

Sharp tools: praw constantly at the unce 
molten thantle by which cataclysmic Na- 
tute, more merciful than Time, hid the an- 
cient city from the eves and minds of men. 

Kain in windy bursts fell upon my bpt- 
tered! borrowed umbrella ae | descended to 
ano uncovered, carefully restored fragment 
of Herculantan (Plate VIE). Moderns 
have copied! charted work of articans con- 
temporary with another Carpenter laboring 


quietly in the Holy Land. ‘They have te- 
ashioned inwardly sloping roofs of timber 
over freseoed walls and marble columns 
built araund the noble central town, half 
parlor, half courtvard, that ancients called 
the wtrin, 

These roofs are Hike huge, rectangular 
Watters with square central holes.  Pre- 
cious. useful rain fell into a marble basin 
leteath o patch of sky. 

And ao it diel that day, pouring from 
root tiles in crystal torrents, then gur- 
wing from the deplircivw tostorage tanks 
through leaden pipes, “as good today,” pa 
marked the aged caretaker with whimsical 
pride. “as when grandfather built them!"

From Valeov, “Little Venice” of the Danube Delta, 
Bearded Russian Exiles Go Down to the Sea 


By Dororay Hoswuer 


‘4 T THE Donube’s mouth in Romanian 
tertitory, lives a Lipoviin commu 
nity from the Russia of centuries 


eo, surviving in surroundings and circum- 
stances that make their lives seen less like 
i pie from history than one froma tale 
of Pushkin. 

My first glimpse of the Old Russia exist- 
ing outside the boundaries of the new Soviet 
State had been caucht as 1 cycled in Calicia, 
the Carpathians, and Bucovina, where the 
Ukrainian farmers wear their hair cul 
“under the bowl,” own their littl plots of 
land, and. are devoted to their religion as 
fi the hevday of Tsarism. 

Now in Bucharest | had heard of the 
vest ane mysterious land of the Danghe 
Delta, and when spring came I procured 
from the military authorities the necessary 
special permit te pase through the Delta 
mone to Viilcoy in ee om the Bdack 
Seah {traf anh 1), 

But my blevele, on which T had pedaled 
from Krakéw all the way through Poland 
and Remutin, had to be deft behind: there 
are no railways nor, oft the time of my visit, 
were there any feasthle roads in the Lelta: 
and samy destination could best be marched 
hy water.* 


“ALUE DANUBE DROWN WITH MID 


On the Romani: Mare, which I boarded 
at Oltenita, TPomet Sergei Nicholaivich, a 
Valeoy Russian, 

Silistra fell behind us: then the big rail- 
way bridge at Cernayoda, the only bridge 
to cross the Danube in its lower stretches, 
Here the sea is only 30 miles away and 
a catal has long been under consideration, 
for the river, instead of following its logical 
outlet, makes a sudden turn to the north 
and wanders on for more than 200 miles.

ports, 

We gazed at the frst houses of the port, 
built on low lind that is flooded completely 
whenever it rains.

Poling through the maze of narrow -ca- 
nals, we passed other fiahermen on their 
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Bread from the round two-foot loaf which 
Sergei held! tightly to his chest, drawing Ja 
knife toward him to Gut off generous wedges, 
completed the meal, 

Thus we partook in the traditional way 
of the famous wikia’ soup, which is the 
Delta's: candidate among the great fish 
soups, rivaling Marseiile's fowtlahairce and 
Dalmatia’s brodettu: After that, no more 
food until 4 o'clock at night. 

The others being busy with the nets, | 
started ff to explore a path that led me 
over dunes to the high grass of the swamp, 

Walking along a narrow sandspit, I raised 
o flock of water fowl feeding among the 
nehes, They skimmed over the water with 
heating wings and settled down again some 
way off. Following, [ started them up 
once more and watched them forming inte 
o long line in the immensity of sky ever the 
lonely flats.
